Curcaco, June 25.—[Special.] -- Cleveland 
and Thurman versus Harrison and Morton.

It couldn’t be termed en- 
thusiasm; it was short and mild and it was 
evident to the vast audience that it was forced.

They were not only 
disappointed because thgir favorites had failed, 
but because they knew only too well that the 
convention had selected a man who stood

The surprise of these two 
delegations was so great that they even forgot 
to rise from their chairs and join in the forced 
yell of enthusiasm. ‘Their action in not rising 
was noticeable to every one, and even 
Foraker’s speech seconding the motion to 
make the nomination unanimous did not 
obliterate that fact from the minds of those 


present. 

However, all had to accept it, and faces bear- 
ing evidence of forced pleasure are to be seen 
everywhere tonight. They are now deter- 
mined to make the best of a bad bargain, and

Sut they fad just as weH combine with the 
democratic party to make Cleveland’s election 
unanimous, for it is utterly impossible for the

California, Oregon and Nevada will cast 
their electoral votes for Grover Cleveland and 
Allen G. Thurman beyond a question of doubt, 
and if is hardly reasonable to suppose that the 
workingmen of New York, New Jersey and 
Connecticut can vote for aman whose record 
isso unclean upon the Chinese question as 
that of Harrison. His speech,in which he 
said if the United States was going to restrict 
Chinese immigration, they ought to restrict

Mortonis undoubtedly considered 
the strongest man on the ticket, but it is ¢vi- 
dent to every one thatthe head of a ticket 
will carry more than the tail of another in any 
6tate.

HARRISON AND MORTON. 


Detailed Proceedings of the Convention— 
Dispatches from Blaine. 

Curcaco, June 25.—At three minutes past 11 

o’clock the convention was called to order by 

C Estee, who was again in good voice. 


The,convention meets with almost absolute 
certainty that Blaine is entirely out of the race 
and that all candidates must combine to pre- 
vent the impending nomination of Sherman. 
he proceedings were opened by prayer by 
Rev. Arthur Edwards, of Chieago. Evidently 
there is some occasion for delay, for as soon as 
the prayer was concluded,Chairman Estee rung 
the little electric bell which starts the band. 
Mr. Houston, of Virginia, arose and said he 
desired to offer a resolution regulating the 
order of balloting in the convention, which 
would prohibit the casting of any vote forany 


candidate who had not been pogalaciy pjnced in | 


nomination before the convention. The chair 
ruled that this could not be done, as nothing 
was in order except ballotting. 

Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, arose to a question 
of privilege. 

Ir. Haymond, of California, made a point 
of order that nothing was in order except to 
ballot. If there were any speeches to be made, 
he wanted to make one for Blaine.  [Ap- 
plause.]} 

The chair stated that he understood the gen- 
tleman from Maine desired to make a privi- 
leged announcement, and he was given the 
floor. He moynted the platform and said: 

“IT find myself somewhat embarrassed in be- 
ing thrown even into the semblance of antago- 
hism to representatives of that delegation from 
the great Pacific slope who have come 
here manifesting such devotion to. the 
Chieftain whose banner I have followed 
with pride and ‘affection these many years. 
fAppiauss:) I would like were the oOceasion 
appropriate and did I feel it proper, in: view of 
the courtesy to which I aim indebted for’an ap- 
pearance here at all, to preface the announce- 
ment I ain about to make by some explanatory 
remarks. I shall notattempt to do so. No 
one in this convention: no one in this magnifi- 
cent auditorium, has any doubt as to where 
the affection, devotion and allegiance of the 
republicans of Maine has becn aud always will 
be. [Applause.] No delegate here will doubt 
the regret with which I discharge the duty im- 
posed upon me; but, Mr. President and gen- 
tlemen of the convention, I am under con- 
straint which I do not feel at liberty Ao ignore 
and without attempting to give tho 
constructions or inierpretations of my 
ownto the language of one greater than 
myself, by far, I discharge my humble 
duty as a representative of the Maine delega- 
tion by presenting to you without preface or 
comment the following dispatches which I have 
received. 

Mr. Boutelle read the two cablegrams. The 
first was dated Edinburg, 24th. 

To Loutelle and Manly, at Chicago: 

Earnestly request all friends to respect my Paris 
letter. 

The second was dated today and said: 

I think I have the right io ask my friends to re. 
spect my wishes and refrain from voting for me. 
Viease make this and the former disp rtch public. 

AMiis G. BLAINE, 

After the applause and confusion which 
followed Mr. Louteclle’s announcement 
had died away, the convention 
proceeded to the sixth ballot. Little excite- 
ment was occasioned by the roll call outside of 
the usual murmurs of applause, when Califor- 
nia again cast her solid vote for Blaine, until 
Ohio was called ahd Governor Ioraker an- 
nounced forty-six votes for Sherman. 
delegate arose and challenged the correct- 
ness of the announcement. ‘The chairman de- 
manded the name of the delegate, and there 
being some delay occasioned by the efforts of 
Governor Foraker and others of the delegation 
to persuade their colleague to withdraw his 
challenge, the chair stated that unless his 
name was given the announceMient would 
stand. 

Sixth Ballot, 
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‘In the seventh ballot Foraker received one yote, 
Lincoln two and Haymond one. 
“When California was reached Haymend an- 
nounced, amid applause, 16 votes for Siarrison. 

Mr. Gage demanded a call of the roll, and 
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the result showed 15 votes for Harrison and 1 
for Alger—that of Mr. Gage himself. 
woe convention then proceeded to the eighth 

Mr. Henderson, of Iowa, created a sensation 
by rising in his seat and withdrawing the 
name of Senator Allison. 

It at once became rumored that the Allison 
strength would go to Herriso and not to 
Sherman, as the Sherman people were claim- 
ing in the morning. 

he assurances which were received soon 
after the Withdrawal of Allison that his vote 
would go to Harrison, took the last hope from 
the friends of Sherman, and Senator Quay, 
finding tha€ the game was up, told his friends 
to fall in line, and as soon as it became known 
New York would not, now that his nomination 
was im sight, desert Harrison, there was no 
longer any doubt of the result, and the reading 
of the roll became mere formality. 

Iiarrison was nominated after Tennessee’s 
vote hadjbeén cast,giving him 431 votes. Ouly 
& single yete stood by Sherman in Pennsy!- 
vania, and after that state’s vote the Harrison 
movement became a landslide. 

The result was received with a burst of ap- 
plause, and the great audience arose to its feet 
and shouted until it had fired itself out. 

One of the officers of the convention climbed 
on the chairman's desk and waved a banner 
bearing the portrait of Harrison. The ladies 
im the gallery waved their handkerchiefs and 
parasols, 

Hats wére thrown up and the usuel scenes 
of enthusiasm followed. Cries of ‘“‘He’s all 
right!” were heard in the din. Finally with 
three cheers for Harrison, the convention be- 
oirme quiet enough to hear the official an- 
neuncement of the result. 
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Governor Foraker then took the platform, 
amid enthusiastic applause, and said: ‘‘Gen- 
tlemen of the Convention: The delegation 
from Ohio came here allSherman men. They 
are n0W ali Harrison men. [Applause.] It is 
easier for us to be so When we remember that 
General Harrison had the good sense to be 
born in Ohio. [Laughter.} I aim directed by 
the unanimous vote of the Ohio delegation te 
move the convention, on behalf of the state of 
Ohio, that the nomination of General Benja- 
min HLlarrison be made unanimous. [Ap- 
plause. | 

Mr. Horr, of Michigan, seconded Governor 
Foraker’s motion. He hoped that the conven- 
tion would be unanimous. We willstand by 
Harrison just as firmly as we have stood by 
Alger. We hopedto placea soldier at the 
head of the ticket. It has been done, and 
now let us go home and ratify it. 

Senator Farwell, on behalf of Dllinois, also 
seconded the motion of Governor Foraker. 

Mr. Depew then made his way to the plat- 
form and said: 

This convention would adiourn in a different 
temper from any other convention in a quarter ofa 
century. Nocandidate before the convention ex- 
pected to succeed and no one was disappcinted. 
The candidates would go away without heart- 
burnings, but as full of enthusiasm as when they 
came here. New York wasthe cosmopoliian state 
of the union. Men of other states, when they got 
too big for their own commonwealth, went to New 
York, and when New York found a man too large 
for his own commonwealth, and he would not mové, 
she adopted him. New York had adopted Benja- 
min Harrison and voted for him solidly, [App'ause. } 

In conclusion Mr. Depew predicted an old 
time victory for the republican party, for re- 
publican principles and for the salvation of 
the industrial interest of the country. [Ap- 
plause. | 

Governor Hastings, of Pennsylvania, said 
that he was also authorized to second 
the motion to make the nomination funani- 
mous. Pennsylvania had 100,000 majority for 
any candidate andfjit has thatand perhaps more 
for Harrison. 

Mr. Hendersen, of Iowa, also seconded the 
motion. He was sorry now for the quill drivers 
in democratéo the sanctums. hey could 
find no weak place in Harrison’s record; no 
stain upon his character. He was a good man 
who would measure up to the full dignity of 
the occasion. Iowa sent him to say that the 
great republican state will stand now firmer 
than ever at the head of the republican 
column. 

Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, gave assurance of 
the heartiness, cordiality and enthusiasm with 
which the people of Maine would ratify Ben- 
jamin Harrison. He promised that the old 
refrain would come down from Maine as it did 
in days gone by when Harrison was in the 
tield. 

Have you heard the news from Maine 
How she went hell bent for Governor Kent 
And Tippecanoe and Tyler too? 

[Applause and laughter.] He promised his 
state to the republican party and declared that 
in the forefront of battle would be found 
gleaming, as it had in every critical fight of 
the republican party, the white plume of our 
Henry of Navarre. 

This declaration was the signal for an uproar 
of applause and cheers, which continued for 
some time. 

When Mr. Boutelle had concluded his 
speech, there were calls for Colonel Haymond, 
of California, and when he mounted the plat- 
form he was generously applauded. He said 
that while his heart was glad that the nomina- 
tion had been reached, but before he said any- 
thing about the candidate, he wanted to return 
thanks to the ladies of Chicago for their gitts 
of flowers to the California delegation. 

There had been some question as to whether 
it would be wiser to nominatéa soldier or a 
statesman. The convention had given the 
party a candidate who combined the qualities 
of both. He did not think there would be much 
speech making in this _ fight. The 
democratic party was at last making 
its fight under its true colors. It had adopt- 
ed the badge of ‘slavery—the red bandana. It 
was a banner which no virtuous woman loved, 
and no brave man ever fought under. The 
great party of the country, which saved the 
country and the stars and stripes, would again 
march to victory under the old banner, which 
was now flung to the breeze to meet the old 
bandana. . 

Mr. Davis, of Minnesota,in a few flowery 
remarks on behalf of Minnesota, also second- 
ed the motion to make the nomination unant 
mous. 

The chairman then read a dispatch he had 
received from Russell A. Alger, requesting 
him to vonvey his sincere thanks to the dele- 
gates who bad so loyally supported him, and 
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declaring that no state or man would give the 
gallant gentleman who won the fight heartier 
support than Michigan and himself. ‘“He’s 
all right,”’ ended the dispatch, and the Alger 
men cheered loudly at the old and well-known 
refrain, 

After the convention had been addressed by 
Messts. Wise and Mahone, of Virginia; Proc- 
tor, of Vermont; Lynch, of Mississippi; Thurs- 
ton, of Nebraska; Harris, of North Carolina; 
Williams, of Arkansas, and Bradley, of Ken- 
tucky, allin the same strain. the chairman 
put the motion of Foraker, which was adopted 
with a shout, and the chairman declared n- 
eral n the unanimous nominee of the 
convention and of the party for president. 

Mr. Thompson, of Indiana, thought that it 
was desigable for the convention to take a re- 
cess, amd he therefore moved one until 5 
o’clock this evening. 

The chairman stated that the motion was 

not seconded, and directed the clerk to call the 
roll of states for the preseutation of names of 
nominees for vice-president. The clerk pro- 
ceeded tg call the roll amid much confusion 
occasioned by the frantic efforts of the chair- 
men Of the various southern delegations to 
persuade the chairman that they had : eeonded 
the motion. 
_ Mr. Houk, of Tennessee, finally succeeded 
In getting recognition from the chair, and re- 
newed the motion that a recess be takea until 
5 o’clock. The motion was seconded by several 
states, but the convention, by. an overwhelming 
vote,dectined to adjourn and went on with the 
regular order, placiug in nomination candidates 
for the ¥ice-presidential nomination, 

_When Kentucky was called, Mr. Demy, 0! 
Kentueky, ascended the platform and declared 
that thé nomination of a southern republican 
for the vice-presidency would send a thrill of 
confidence and hope throughout the repub- 
licans of that section, who had so long been 
‘“‘hewers of wood and drawers of water,’’ He 
placed in nomination William O. Bradley,of 
Kentucky, and the nomination was seconded 
by Mr. Griffin, of Kansas; Mr. Warner, of 
Alabama, and Mr. Houk, of Tennessee. Mr. 
Houk charged that the south was solid much 
because of the neglect of the republican party 
to look after republicans in the south. 

While nominating speeches were being made 
Chairman Estee resigned the gavel to Gener- 
al Iiastings of Pennsylvania, who presided 
with dignity and success. Mr. Wall, of 
Georgia,joined in seconding Bradley’s nomi- 
nation. 

Mr. A. T. Kinser, of Michigan, on behalf of 
part of the Michigan delegation, seconded the 
nomination ef Bradley. 

When New Jersey was called, ex-Senator 
Sewell stated that it was the intention of New 
Jersey to present the name of William Walter 
Phelps for the vice presidential nomination. 
There would be,'he said, some brief seconding 
——— and asthe members of the conven- 

on were tired, he would movea recess unti 
6o0’clock. 

This motion, was at 3:05, agreed to. 


MORTON FOR SECOND PLACE. 


Proceedings of the Convention Last Night— 
; Final Adjournment, 

Cuicac*, June 25.—That interest in the 
convention had almost entirely died away with 
the pregidential nomination today was mani- 
fested this evening by the array of empty seat@ 
in the galleries which previously have pre- 
sented an attractive picture of handsome 
toilets and Kaleidoscopic colors. Members of 
the various delegations were carly in their 
places, evidently anxious to complete their 
business and return to their respective homes. 

The convention reassembled at ten minutes 
past six o’clock and proceeded to the regular 
order—the presentation of names for the yvice- 
presidential nomination. 

Mr. Griggs, of New Jersey, presented the 
name of William Walter Phelps. He claimed 
that Wjiedkeeeey Was astnuch of a necessary 
state as Was Imaiana. By tie action of the 
convention this afternoon, the fifteen electoral 
votes of Indiana had been added to the votes 
of surely republican states and if to these were 
added the vetes.of New Jersey, the election of 
the republican ticket was assured. William 
Walter Phelps was not in favor of a policy 
which would take the roof off of the laboring 
man, butin favor of that system which pro- 
posed to puta roof over the laboring man of 
the United States and make him owner of his 
home. With the nomination of Mr. Phelps, 
the republican party secured the electoral votes 
of New Jersey and probably those of New 
York and Connecticut. The ticket for New 
Jersey was Harrison and Vhelps. Harrison 
against Clevelaud, New York’s fetish of de- 
mocracy; Phelps against Thurman, a reminis- 
cence of dead political heresies would be 
placed. Phelps, a livé aggressive man of to- 
day; and against the old bandana would be 
placed the starry flag of America. [Applause.] 

Mr. Gibson, of Ohio, in seconding the nom- 
ination of Phelps, said that he was a survivor 
of cleven political campaigns and was wild for 
the twelfth, [Applause.} Mr. Phelps was an 
accomplished gentleman and a tried states- 
man, and if the ticket was Harrison and 
Phelps, it would carry Indianaand New Jer- 
sey, dead sure; and he would take the word of 
Mr. Depew that it would carry New York. 
The republicans proposed to carry the solid 
north and pluck from the democracy Ken- 
tucky, Tennessce and West Virginia. [Ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Eagan, of Nebraska, earnestly seconded 
the nomination of Mr. Phelps. 

Mr. Oliver, of Lowa, congratulated the con- 
vention on having secured one strategic 
point by the nomination of Harrison, and he 
argued that it would be a wise move to capture 
the second strategic point by the nomination 
of Phelps for the second place for the ticket. 

Mr. Rosenthal, of Texas, on behalf of the 
German-Americans of the United States, paid 
a high tribute to Mr. Phelps whose nomina- 
tion he seconded. With a soldier like Harri- 
son at the head of the ticket, and a statesman 
like Phelps in the second place, victory was 
sure. [Applause. ] 

Mr. Fuller, of North Carolina, seconded the 
nomination in the name of the young and pro- 
gressive republicans of North Carolina. 

Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, paid alugh tribute 
to Mr. Phelps for his ability, his patriotism, 
and his tried and proved republicanism. Wm. 
Walter Phelps could carry the banner of the 
republican party to victory in New Jersey, 
this fall, ifany man living could doit. [Ap- 
plause. | 

There being no further seconding of Phelps, 
the call of states was continued, and when 
New York was called, Senator Warner Miller 
responded. He referred (audience greeted the 
reference with warw applause) to the candi- 
dacy of Mr. Depew for the presidential nomi- 
nation and he saw that that gentleman’s name 
had been withdrawn in sorrow, but notin an- 
ger. He assured the convention that though 
the republican party in the state of New York 
had often been divided, all factions had been 
in harmony inits action in Chicago. The 
candidate whom New York proposed to present 
for the vice-presidency, wag a man with whom 
he (Miller) had crossed swords. Ifthe conven-

Standing upon his chair, he declared this to be 
the proudest hour of his life, a confession 
which called forth a burst of laughter. After 
this it was with dilliculty that the speaker pro- 
ceeded, for he was incessantly interrupted with 
laughter and cries of ‘‘What’s the matter with 
Speers?”’ ‘‘He’s allright!’”’

When the News Came From the 
Convention. 


SHERMAN WATCHING THE BULLETINS 


He Was Extremely Nervous as He Received 
Private Messages Opini 


Washinaton, June 25.—{Special.} ~Senatoe 
Davis, of Minnesota, about gave expression te 
the general feeling here today among republi- 
cans over Harrison’s nomination when he said 

it is Grover Cleveland’s horse-shoe luck 
again.” Not only the republicans regard 
Cleveland a very lucky man, but even think 
he hoodoos the republican convention. It is 
the cold unvarnished truth that the nomina- 
tion of Harrison threw a damper over the re- 
publican senators and congressmen who were 
here today. Interest in the proceedings of the 
Chicago convention was more intense at the 
capitol today than on any previous day. From 
the moment the announcement arrived that 
the convention had met each succeeding dis- 
patch was watched with eager interest. The 
bulletin board in the office of the secretary of 
the senate was surrounded by a crowd packed 
as close as possible. 

SHERMAN WATCHING CHICAGO. 

Senators Sherman and Allison remained for 
the most part in the senate chamber. Mr. 
Sherman was very nervous. Every few mo- 
ments he would receive a private dispatch and 
while the second ballot (the fourth of the 
series) was under way, Mr. Sherman received 
& very voluminous telegram. He glanced over 
it and his nervousness visibly increased. 
When he undertook to sign the messenger’s 
blank his hand shook so that he could 
scarcely write. 

Your reporter was informed by a senator 
that the telegram brought information that if 
General Harrison failed of nomination on the 
next ballot New York would give 72 votes te 
Sherman. This elated Mr. Sherman very 
much. He hurried nervously from one senae 
tor to another, and his face showed the brighte 
er hope inspiring him. : 

RECEIVING THE BULLETINS. 

Senator Allison was as self-possessed as 
usual. He laughed and talked with other 
senators, and seemed as unconcerned as 
though he had nothing at stake. He has re- 
ceived quitea number of private telegrams. 
Mr. Sherman frequently consulted Mr. Chand- 
ler, who, arrayed in a suit of white, sat behind 
the other senator. 

Bulletins were sent in the chamber for the in- 
formation of the senators. On the house side 
the bulletins were read in the lobby as re- 
ceived. While the ballots were coming in the 
lobby was well crowded and the house nearly 
deserted. As arule, but few members pay at 
tention to district matters, and this being dige 
trict day, many of them remained seated in 
tho lobby. Tho republicans were nearly all 
anxious to see McKinley loom up, and many 
democrats expressed a kindly feeling for him. 

HARRISON A KNOWNOTHING. 

Senators Sherman, Allison and Cameron 
spent most of yesterday at the capitol with 
friends. When the news was received that 
Pennsylvania had thrown her vote to Harrison, 
it knocked Mr. Sherman's hopes sky high. 

Of course, you already know of Harrison’s 
bad Chinese record; but you are not familiar 
with the fact that Harrison was a knownoth- 
ing. Jason Brown, whois a democratic candt- 
date for congress in the New Albany district 
in Indiana, is in Washington. He says he 
heard Harrison make knownothing speeches 
in 1855. The republicans say that at that time 
their candidate was only twenty-two years 
old; thereby meaning, I can but presume, he 
was too young to be responsible—in which case 
it behooved the national convention to have put 
a plank in the platform declaring at what age 
one becomes responsibie for his political cone 
duct. 

HRP IS NOT GENERALLY LIKED. 

A senator whoserved with Harrison throughs 
out his term inthe United States senate, as- 
sured me that Harrison never had and has not 
now one single friend among the senators on 
either side. 

When the nomination was announced in the 
house today, every republican member drew 
from his desk a handkerchief sized flag and 
waved it, but there was no enthusiasm dis- 
played, except by democratic members. 

Tim Campbell, standing in the middle aisle, 
called out in a loud voice, that he would bet 
any republican in the house $5,000 that Grover 
Cleveland would be the next president of the 
United States, and the bet was not taken up, 

Here are three interesting interviews repre- 
senting the doubtful states: 

OPINIONS OF CONGRESSMEN, 

Representative Bynum, of Indiana, said: 
“T think it is the best choice the republicans 
could have made. Harrison’s nomination will 
I think, prove satisfactory to all members o 
his party in our state. I do not, however, 
think it will add materially to the strength of 
the party there, and I am confident that we 
shall be able to carry Indiana for the deme- 
crats. His nomination will, of course, tend to 
a greatly increased activity on the part of the 
republicans in the state, but it will affect the 
democratic party in exactly the same way.

New York’s electoral yotes wi 
be cast for Cleveland and Thurman by aa 
overwhelming majority.’’ 

Representative Tim Campbell of New York 
said: “Harrison wil! be handsomely beaten 
in New York, he may carry Indiana, but I 
have grave doubts of it. We will certainly 
carry New York, Connecticut, New Jersey 
and California. Cleveland and Thurman are 
thoroughly sound upon every issue that will 
enter into the campaign. While Il am not a 
betting man, if there is any one thinks Cleve- 
land and Thurman will lose New York and 
cash to back his opipion, he will tind both me 
and my money by calling on me,”’

Senator Brown is an admirable legislator; 
he is not only clearbeaded, but is practical. 
He is to the point. and in performing his duty 
no young man could be more diligent or active. 
His promptness suggests to me the qualifica- 
tion that made Napoleon and Stonewall Jack- 
son military geniuses.

CHicaco, Ils., June 25.—Ohairman Cooper, 
of the Pennsylvania state committee, who has 
all @uring the convention opposed Senator 
Quay in his efforts to nominate Sherman, to- 
hight gave some interesting inside views of the 
Blaine movement last night and today.

OPENING OF THE REICHSTAG

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CAUGHT AT LAST. 


A Murderer of Ten Years Ago 
Spotted. 


A Terrible Crime Which Has for Years 
Excited the People of 
North Carolina. 


_Raugion, N. C., June 25.—[Special.J—A 
great sensation was caused here today by the 
news that Albrien Winfield Partin, alias Scott 
Partin, had been captured at Selma, N.C. 
For thirteen years he has been an outlaw, and 
his disappearance has been a rival mystery to 
Turlington. Inthe early spring of 1875, Par- 
tin, who lived in Ware county, fifteen miles 
south of Raleigh, killed his wife Annie, 
and his daughter eight months old, cut up 
their bodies, and placing the mutilated 
remains in a gunny bag, buried themin a 
marsh. 

The strange disappearance of Partin’s wife 
and child was not explained. The entire sec- 
tion was searched, and two months later their 
mangled bodies were found. Careful investi- 
gation showed the bodies were of his wife 
and child. General sentiment, aided by 
strong circumstantial evidence, pointed to 
him as the murderer. At the June term of 
the superior court of Wake county, 
a true bill was found against Par- 
tin, but he had escaped, and all 
efforts to find him proved futile. In July the 
state offered $400 reward. There were hun- 
dreds of searchers, and for two years almost 
constant endeavor was made to catch Partin, 
who, it was claimed, was hiding in the heavy 
forests south of Raleigh. Every year since 
the murder there have been rumors that Par- 
tin had been seen, but this desperate criminal 
has at last been captured, and that in a singu- 
lar way, at Selma. 

On Saturday a tramp made his appearance. 
On being questioned he gave evasive answers. 
It was finally discovered that the tip of a fin- 
ger on his right hand was missing. This de- 
fect tallied with a similar defect in Scott Par- 
tin, and was identified by David Price and 
Ruben Wilson, who had worked with him in 
acooper shop years ago. The tramp kept 
his eyo on Price, and tried to 
hide his maimed ‘finger. They asked 
him where he was from. He said he was from 
Pennsylvania, and had been working in the 
mines, but that people were not kind to him 
and he would come back to this section of 
country where he was born. At first he said 
his name was John Scott, but later gave the 
name of John Moore. Price, who had spotted 
him, went to a constable, secured 
&® warrant and had =him_ arrested, 
charged with being Scott Partin. 
He cursed and said any one who said he was 
Scott Partin told alie. He told the magis- 
trate he was born in Buncombe county, this 
state, removed to Davidson county and then 
to Greensboro, Penn. He was further identi- 
fied by several others. 

Telograms were sent to Solicitor Argo today 
informing him of the arrest, and that the iden- 
tification was complete. The solicitor called 
on Governor Scales and discussed the matter. 

As a result a capias was sent to Selma this 
afternoon for Partin and he will be brought 
here tomorrow. The feeling against him is, 
after the lapse of thirteen years, intense, and 
there may be an attempt at lynching, though 
the jail is one of the strongest in the state, and 
is in the center of the city. It was rumored 
that he would be brought here this afternoon, 
and great crowds of men gatlered at the depot 
and jail.

The Cotton M ovement. 

The New-York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the cotton movement, 
gays that for the week ending Friday, the 
total receipts have reached 13,228 bales, 
against 16,812 bales last week, 19,622 bales 
the previous week and 22,556 bales three 
weeks since, making the total receipts since 
the Ist of September, 1887, 5,416.973 bales 
against 5,157,182 bales for the same period 
of 1856-7, showing an increase since Sep- 
tember 1, 1887, of 229,791 bales, 

The reports for the week reach a total of 
97,090 bales, of which 24,505 were to Great 
Britain, 741 to France and 11,844 to the 
rest of the continent. The total sales for 
forward delivery for the week are 305,100 
bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up 3,825 bales, including 1,327 for 
export, and 2,408 for comsumption. 

“The imports into continental ports have 
been 53,000 bales. There has been a de- 
crease in the cotton in sight tonight of 
248,725 bales as compared with the same 
date of 1587, a decrease of 324,510 bales as 
compared with the corresponding date of 
1886 and a decrease of 308,662 bales as com- 
pared with 15885, 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 17,770 bales and are 28,767 
bales more than at the same period last 
year. The receipts at the same towns have 
been 1,552 bales more thanthe same week 
last year, and since September Ist, the re- 

_eeipts at all the towns are 96,162 bales more 
than for the same time in 1886-7, 

The increase in amount in sight as com- 
pared with last year, is 480,774 bales, the 
increase as compared with, 1885-6 is 367,914 

‘Wales and the increase over 1884-5 is 1,210,- 
813 bales. 
The Chronicle says that speculation in 
cotton has ruled quiet, but the under cour- 
Pent has nevertheless set fn the direction of 
Higher prices, a fact attributable, in the 
main, to the firmness and advancing tend- 
ency of cotton on the spot, whilethe market 
has also been strengthened by liberal cover- 
Mug af shorts. The general statistical posi- 
‘tion remains essentially unchanged. On 

Monday the market was quiet and irregular, 
being rather depressed early in the day, but 
rallying later owing te a strong and more 

active market on the spot, and a firmer tone 
in Liverpool. 

On Tuesday the current of speculation 
suddenly broadened and amid considerable

There is no doubt that an overwhelming 
majority of the delegates were at heart in 
favor of the nomination of the plumed 
knight, anf there is no doubt that he could 
have carricd the convention at any time 
during the ballotings; but his friends chose 
to play a waiting game. In other words, 
they deliberately employed the tactics of 
their leader. They played on the delegates 
in the old style, and the instruments they 
used were duplicity and deceit. 

Steve Elkins and the other Blaine leaders 
vowed that they didn’t want to sce Blaine 
nominated, alihough it was known of all 
men that they were in Chicago for the sole 
purpose of secing him nominated. To ae- 
complish this purpose they deadlocked the 
convention from Wednesday to Saturday, 
and their tactics were so obstructive, not to 
to say arrogant, that the delegates began to 
lose their patience. 

The situation was accurately deseribed in 
Tur ConsriruTion’s dispatches of Sun- 
day. The feeling of bitterness continued 
to grow until yesterday morning, and it de- 
veloped so rapidly that Brother Diaine, ap- 
prised of the situation by his trusty lieu- 
tenants, telegraphed arenewal of his Paris 
letter and directed hfS*friends io withdraw 
his name. This was followed promptly by 
the nomination of Harrison, and the Blaine 
boom disappeared like a leather-wing bat in 
a barn loft. 

There is one fact that need not be dis- 
cuised, and that is that Harrison will be a 
stronger man before the country than 
Blaine would have been. He is a man of 
high character, and appears to have con- 
ducted himself as decently during his polit- 


pected to do, From a republican point of 
view, his record isa good one. He has no 
letters to burn, no incriminating correspond- 
ence to hide, no questionable acts to defend. 
In spite of the fact that his temperament is 
a little hicavy, he is a fairly strong man in- 
tellectually, an eloquent speaker and a suc- 
cessful campaigner. The one fact of inter- 
est to democrats is that he will draw to his 
ticket many votes that Blaine would have 
repelled. 

To sum it all up, the man who isthe 
grandson of President William Henry Har 
rison, is not as bad aman as Blaine, and 
not nearly so good a man as Gresham. He 
strikes the average between these two ex- 
tremes. He isa very clever gentleman, who 
will never set the woods and streams on fire, 
and, although he may give the democrats 
pn opportunity to do a little extra work, he 
will be laid on the shelf in November, and 
the eountry will hear no more of hii.

Considered in Their Relation to 
the Tariff. 


What They Really Mean—Some Mis- 
taken Ideas Taken Up.

Epitors ConstirutTion: In the republican 
platform laid down by the-convention at Chi- 
cago the other day, appears this paragraph : 

“The republican would effect all 
needed reductionof tlie motional revenue, by

It is claimed that‘this revision in the repub- 
lican platform gives the republican party the 
advantage in theélection, because it ¢ommits 
the republican party absolutely to the repeal. 
ofall the tobacco tax, and the repeal of the 
tax upon spirits used in the arts and for me- 
chienical purposes. 

*' * * * * and-if there shall remain a 
larger revenue than is requisite tothe wants of 
the government, that the republican party is 
committed to the entire repeal of internal 
taxes. 

This is certainly true according to their 
platform. The republican party is committed 
by that platform to the policy of repeal already 
mentioned, 

It is claimed that the democratic platform 
laid down.-at St. Louis, docs not commit the 
democrats to the repeal of any part of the in- 
ternal revenuc, and the calculation is that a 
large number of persons in Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, Georgia and Tennessee, 
who are bitterly opposed to the internal revy- 
enue laws, may be indtced to vote'the repub- 
Nean ticket because of the safer position taken 
by the republican party on that question. 

This view is plausible until the two plat- 
forms are examined and compared. If it is 
true that the republican party is committed to 
the repeal of the internal revenue laws and 
the democratic party is committed in opposi- 
tion to stch repeal, then there is many a demo- 
crat who would prefer the provision in the re- 
publican platform to the positiou of the demo- 
cratic party; and the republicans might gain 
votes upon that issue. 

But is it trne that the democratic party by 
the St. Louis platform is committed against 
the repeal of the internal revenue laws? 

Y admit that the president in his last annual 
message to congress is commiited against tho 


| repeal of the internal revenue laws and in 
| favor ot reducing the surplus revenue only by 


tariff reduction; and if the democratic plat- 
form at St. Louis indorsed the message of the 
pressdent in its totaiiiy, then the republican 
party is committed in iayor of the repeal of 
the internal revenue laws, and the demotratic 
party iseommiticd against it. But did the 
St. Louis platform adopt or ratify the presi- 
dent’s message on the subject of the internal 
revenue laws? Clearly it did not. But it 
adopted the position of the platform of 1°84 in 
favor of the repeal of those laws. 

Now let ws recur tothe language of the 
democratic platform, and see what we are 
committed to. 

Now bedr in mind that the president is com- 
mitted by his message against the repeal of 
the internal revenue, and if his message is 
adopted by the democratic convention on that 
subject, then the democratic party is com- 
mitted against it} What is the language of 
the democratic platform. It is as follows: 

‘The democratic party of the United States, 
in national convention assembled, renews the 
pledge of its fidelity to democratic faith, and 
reatiirms the platform adopted by its represen- 
tatives in the convention of 1581, and indorses 
the views expressed by President Cleveland in 
his last earnest message to congress as the cor- 
rect interpretation of that platform upon the 
question of tariff reduction.” Now, if it had 
stopped at the wotd ‘‘platform,’’ there would 
have been no doubt that the democratic party 
vas committed egainst the repeal of the in- 
ternal revenue laws; but it qualifies that 
language very materially when it adds im- 
mediately after the word ‘‘platform,’”’ ‘‘upon 
the question.of tariff reduction.” Then what 
is.the democratic platform? The St. Louis 
convention adopted and reattirmed the plat- 
form of 1884 in its totality, with the single ex- 
ception thatit indorsed the views expressed 
by President Cleveland in his message to con- 
gress, as the correct interpretation.oi the plat- 
form ‘‘upon the question of tariff reduction,’’ 

The position of the president is not indorsed 
upon the question of internal revenue, or upon 
the silver question, or upon his civil service 
reform ideas, nor upon anything else except 
that his views are indorsed on the question of 
tariff reduction. Then, as the St. Louis con- 
vention adopted the president’s views as the 
correct interpretation of the platform of 1884 
on but one single question, and that was on 
tariff reduction, it left the platform as it stood 
in 1884 on all other questions, except where it 
is otherwise expressed in the St. Louis plat- 
forin. 

Then, to get at the present position of the 
democratic party on the internal revenue, we 
must turn back to the platform of 1584, and see 
what the platform says on that subject, as the 
president’s message is not adopted as the cor- 
rect interpretation of the platform of 1884 on 
the subject of direct taxation, or on the subject 
of the internal revenue, or on any other sub- 
ject but tariff reduction. 

What was the position of the platform of 
1884 on the subject of direct taxation? It is 
declared in the words of the following quota- 
tions from the platform: 

“The system of direct taxation known as 
the internal revenue is a war tax.’’ 

Then in another part of the platform this 
language is used: 

‘We denounce the republican party fer hav- 
ing failed to relieve the people from crushing 
war taxes.” 

Here then, is the declaration in the platform 
of 1384 which is adopted by the platform atSt. 
Louis, that the internal revenue laws area 
war tax ; andthe republican party is denounced 
for having failed to relieve the people when in 
power from crushing wartaxes. The denun- 
ciation of the republican party for failure to 
repeal,the internal revenue Jaws which are de- 
clared to be war taxes, is a clenr pledge of the 
democratic party that it will repeal those laws. 

The party is also pledged by the 
platiorm of 1684 to a _~ reduction 
of unnecessary taxation. But this refers to 
internal revenue taxes as well as to tariff taxes. 
In other words, it does not limit it to tariff 
taxation, but the platform gives its own ver- 
sion of sueh reduction in the following 
language: 

“But in making reduction in taxes it is not 
proposed to injure domestic industries, but 
rather to promote their healthy growth. From 
the foundation of this government taxes col- 
lected at the customhouse have been the chief 
source of federal revenue. Such they must 
continue to be. Moreover, many industries 
liave come to rely upon legislation for success- 
ful continuance, so that« any change 
of the law must bé at § every 
step regardful of the labor and 
capital thus involved.{The process of the reform 
must be subject in its execution to the plain 
dictates of justice. All taxation shall be lim- 
ited to the requirements of economical govern- 
ment. The necessary reduction of taxation 
can and.must be affected without depriving 
American labor of the ability to compete suc- 
cessfully with foreign labor, and without im- 
posing lowervates of duty than will be ample 
to cover the increased cost of production which 
may exist in consequence of the higher rate of 
wages prevailing in this country. Sufficient 


revenne to pay all the og of the federal 


government economically dmainistered, in- 


cluding pensions, interest and principal of the 
public debt, can be got under our present sys- 
tem from custom house taxes on fewer im- 
ported articles, bearing heaviest on articles‘of 
luxury and bearing lightest on articles of 
necessity.” 

Noportion of what has been above quoted 
from the platform of 1884 is repealed or modi- 
fied by the St. Louis convention in its plat- 
form ; as the president’s views are ouly adopt 
ed as the interpretation of that platform on 
the subject of tariff reduction alone. 

But here comes in the portion that was qual- 
ified. The platform of 1884 contains this lan- 
guage: 

“The democratic party is pledged to revise 
the tariff in.a spirit of fairness to xll interests.” 

In other words, while-the democratic party 
is pledged by both platforms to repeal the in- 
ternal revenue laws at the earliest day practi- 
cable, it is also pledged to revise the tariifina 
spirit of fairmess to all interests. That revis- 
ion of the tariff of course looks te some reduc- 
tion, and ‘the views of President Cleveland’s 
message on that particular point-are adapted 
by the convention as the proper construction 
of the platform ef 1884.0n the.reduction of the 

ariff. His views are adopted on no other 
proposition but the simple one of tariff reduc- 
tion. . 

Now let ws see what. the message says on 
that snbject. I quote from the president’s 
message the views expressed in it as declared 
by the St. Louis convention to be the proper 
interpretation of the platform of 1884, on the 
question of tariff reduction. The president 
says: 

“It isnot proposed to entirely relieve the 
country of this tariff taxation. It must be ex- 
tensively continued as the source of the gov- 
ernment’s income,and ina readjustment of our 
tariff, the interests of American labor engaged 
in manufacture, should be carefully consid- 
ered as well as the presetvation of our manu 
facturers. It may be called protection. or by 
any other name, but relief from the hardships 
and dangers of our present tariff laws should 
be devised with especial precaution against 
imperilling the existence of our manufacturing 
interests.’’ 

This is a just interpretation of the platform 
of 1884. Again the president says: 

“But the reduction of taxation should be so 
measured as not to necessitate ‘nor justify 
either the loss of employment by the working 
inan,.nor the lessening of his. wages.”’ 

Again the president says: 

‘Nor can the presentation made of stich con- 
siderations be, with any degree of fairness, re- 
garded as evidence of unfriendtiness townrds 
our manufacturing interests, nor of any lack of 
appreciation of tlisir value and importauce. 
These interests constitute a leading and most 
substantial element of our national greatness, 
and furnish the proud proof of our country’s 
progress.”’ 

Again the president says: 

“The simple and plain duty which we owo 
to the people is to reduce taxation to the nec- 
essary expenses of an ecenomical operation 
of the government, and to restore to the busi- 
ness of the country the money which we hold 
in the treasury through the perversion of gov- 
ernmental powers. These things can and 
Should be done with safety to all onr indus- 
tries, without danger to the opportunity for. re- 
munerative labor which our workingmen 
need, and with benetit to them and all our 
people, by cheapening their means of subsist 
ence and increasing the measure of their com- 
forts,”’ 

These quotations taken fromthe message of 
the president of the United States are very 
clearly in harmony with the quotations above 
made from the platform of 1884. There is very 
little conflict between the Mills bill in its pres- 
ent shape on the question of reduction of tariff, 
and the platform of 1854. The question of the 
propriety of putting weol and a few other ar- 
ticles on the free list, is worthy of considera- 
tion, aud may be in conflict with the platform 
of 1884. Ifsothe evil should be remedied by 
proper amendments. But in the main, the ex- 
pressions taken from the president's message, 
and the leading features of the Mills bill are 
in accordance with that platform, and are of 
course in harmony with the St. Louis plat- 
form. 

Let it be borne in mind, however, that the 
Mills billis in contlict with the president’s 
message. ‘The president recommends that 
nothing be taken off the internal revenue. 
The Mills bill takes off about thirty millions 
by removing the tax in the main from tobacco. 

To that extent again it cannot be contended 
that the St. Louis convention adopted the 
president’s message on anything except tariff 
reduction, as the Mills bjll, which takes thirty 
millions off the internal revenue, is clearly in 
conflict with the message in the particular just 
mentioned, and probably in some other partic- 
ulars. In view of these quotations 
from the different documents, it is very 
clear that the democratic party as well as the 
republican party stands pledged to: a repeal of 
the internal revenue law8 as s00n as we can 
spare the amount which those laws now pay 
into the treasury, and there is no reason fora 
democrat voting the republican ticket because 
the republicans are pledged to the repeal of 
the internal revenue. The democrats are also 
pledged to its repeal. 

Whether all thisisin harmony or in con- 
flict with the proceedings and platform of the 
democratic convention in Atlanta, which ap- 
pointed delegates to the St. Louis convention, 
is quite another thing, and one which I am 
not discussing. 

Whether the course of the convention or the 
course of Mr. Walsh was more in harmony 
with the present platform, is a question not 
difiicult to decide. A DEMocRAT,

It is by no means a settled question that he can,

indiana: has a way of sticking to ber own men, 
thongh it did not do so when English had tie sec- 
ond place on the ticket with Hancock, whc2at weut 
6,641 republican, Governor Hendricks carried it.in 
1876 as the vice-presidential nominee with Tilden, 
by 5,515, and again in 1854, with Cleveland, by 6,a12. 
Since then, however, the state has goue republican, 
electing a republican lieutenant-zovernor in 1586 by 
3.994 majority, aftet which it again wheeled into 
the democratic colamn by electing a deniocratic 
legislature, when Harrison was tho distinct issue be- 
fore the state,

This is the only time that Tlarrison’s popu- 
larity in-the state was put to a square test, and his 
much talked of strength seems to have come out 
decidedly short. 

He was a United States senator, and bad the full 
prestige of the backing of the republican machinery 
of the state. The people realized the faet that his 
seat in the scnate was at stake, and that a deuo- 
cratic legisiatuxe meant his defent. And yet a dem- 
ocraiic legislature was elecicd and the ‘favorite 
son” was called into private life by The election of 
Judge Tarpie by the demoerats to suceced him, 

This is a straw, to say the least of it, and it may 
be an indication as to how the November wind will 
blow. 


I had a talk with M. H. DeYoung, the well 
know San Francisco editor, on Saturday, just before 
he had been Called into conference, rerreseriting 
Blaine’s interest, with a few leaders representing 
the other candidatcs. Tt was after Saturcay’s ad- 
journment, and the conference was called in hopes 
of arriving at some conclusion satisfactory to all 
parties, by which the deadlock could be breken. 

Harrison had made a heavy gain that morning, 
receiving 217 votes against ninety-four on the third 
ballot Friday evening, and his friends hoped to have 
the conference agrce on him. DeYoungsaid: 

“Itis absurd to talk of agreeing on Harrison: he 
cannot carry the Pacific coast, nor can he carry sev- 
ernl other states, which would be republican, on 
aecount of his record on the Chinese question. The 
labor vote wlll be against him, aid Caiifornia will 
never support a man who voted against the Chinese 
billand every phase of the Chinese treaty. Fur- 
ther than this, he yoted to naturalize Chinamen 
aivd give them theright of suffrage, and Allison did 
the sanie thing. If either of these twoare nomi- 
nated, we might as well give upthe fightin Cali 
fornia,’’

by the California delegation, and it created such 
in the Hair‘son ranks that they gave.

The convention assembled at 11 o'clock, and 
promptiy at that time I wasina seat provided by 
courtesy of Manager Stephens, of the Western Union, 
next to Operator R. 1. Alston, who sat at this end 
of the Chicago line, the other end of which was lo- 
cated in the great Audiiorium building in which 
the convention was being held. The proccedings 
wereas close y followed as they could have been 
in the convertion hall, and the echoes of applause 
which occitirred after the diflerent announcements, 
could almost be heard as they came in rapid succes- 
sione. 

The bulletins covercd cvery movement, and came 
as quickly xs tuey followed each other in Chicago, 
something like this: 

11:05 a. m.—Convention called to order. Praver. 
Houston, of Virginia, attempts to offer resolntions 
declaring no vote count for candidate, who has not 
been placed on nomivation, — Declared out of order. 
—Raymoud, of C>lifornia, says that if nothing is in 
order but balloting, he wents to make a speeeh for 
Blaine. [Applause.|—Bouteile, of Maine.takes plat- 
form to withdraw Blaine’s name from the conyven- 
tion, ete. 

Thus it continued until the convention adjourned, 
keeping up with every phase and recording the bal- 
lots with absolute minuteness of detail. Before the 
chairman ofa delegation bad taken hisseat after 
announcing the vote ot his state, the record was as 
complete here a3 it was in the convention.

Mr. Blaine’s telegrams from Edinburg re- 
suited in withdrawing his name from the considera.

The Convention to Meet in Atianta To 
morrow. 


President Rovert I, Jackson, of the Georgla 
Farmers’ All‘ance, has callea a conyention which 
will assemble at the capitel in this clty on tomorrow 

The convention will be called to order at 
ten oclock. Each county alliance will 
send two delegates and each county baving as 
many as four sub alliances will be entitled to one 
delegate. 

These delegates will make up a constitutional 
convention. 

The call for the conventfon fs the result 
of the deliberations of the inter-state 
farmers’ convention which was held in 
New Orleans on the fisst of last May, at 
which it was determined to take steps to establish 
an exchange in all the organized states, 

It will be the work of the convention to decide in 
what manner the varions alliances in Georgia shall 
proceed to establish an exchauge and just how it 
shall be conducted. :

There was, however, no special feature of impor- 
tance shown, the dullness being lessonly by com- 
parison, and the market closed quiet and weak, at 
lowest prices of the day.

There has been considerable inquiry as to 
whether or not Indies will go. As a matter of 
course they will. No gathering would be com- 
plete without the ladies, and the veterans are 
gallant enough to especially desire their pres 
ence.
